The  N.  J.  Bridlee  Collection  at  the  Boston  Athenaeun  contains  70 
pages  of  drawings  for  the  Unitarian  Church  in  Jamaica  Plain 
(vol.  2,  185^,  135-205).   Also  drawings  for  a  house  for  J.  W. 
Seaver  In  Ja-ialca  Plain,  probably  located  on  Morton  Street  and 
demolisned  (vol.  21,  I870),  and  drawings  for  a  library  for  C.  H. 
Miller,  Jamaica  Plain  (vol.  lU,  1865).   The  latter  appears  to 
be  an  addition,  and  the  building  has  not  yet  been  identified. 

The  John  H.  Stursris  Archive  contains  architectural  drawings  by  the 
flm  of  Sturgis  ana  BrighaiTi,  office  records  and  correspondence. 
There  is  docunientation  in  the  form  of  drawings  and  correspondence 
for  Plnebank  III.   A  letter  from  E.  N.  Perkins  to  Sturgls  also 
mentions  Leraoulnier  as  the  architect  of  Plnebank  II.   (Liforma- 
tlon  concerning  the  Sturgis  Archive  was  kindly  made  available  by
